St. Louis public school teach- 
ers, after devoting a lifetime to 
education of the city’s youth, gen-| 
erally at salaries lower than those 
paid skilled craftsmen, can look 
forward to retirement on pensions 
no higher than $62.50 a month, 


school officials pointed out today. 

The figure represents the high- 
est benefit now being received by 
any of the 712 currently retired 
teachers, principals, custodians 
and administrators. The average 
monthly payment is $53 and the 
lowest $3.75. 

Notwithstanding the far from 
generous size of the payments, 
the Board of Education last year 
paid $777,244 toward the opera- 
tion of the plan. If legislation 
designed to increase the size of 
the joint contributions by em- 
ployes and the board is passed, 
the board’s bill will be increased 
by about $350,000. 

Up to Voters. 

Whether the additional money 
will be forthcoming to meet these 
higher costs will be determined 
May 1 when St. Louisans go to the 
polls to decide whether to in- 
crease the school tax rate by 12 
cents on the $100 of assessed 
valuation, part of which would 
be devoted to retirement contri- 
butions. Without such a new 
source of revenue, the board 
would not be able to meet the 
higher obligation, Mervyn E. Wie- 
thaupt, board secretary-treasurer, 
says. . 

What do such meager retire- 
ment payments’ mean in human 
terms? No two cases are exactly 
alike, of course, but the case of 
Miss X—might be regarded as 
fairly typical. 

Miss X——, who retired sev- 
eral years ago after 45 years in 
the public elementary schools, 
gets a lot of pleasure in meet- 
ing or hearing from some of the 
present ‘men and women whose 
first steps she helped to guide 
along the way to good citizen- 
ship and world success. 

“Memories Don’t Pay Bill.” 

“Memories,” she said with a 
smile, “seem to be the greatest 
reward we old teachers can look 
forward to. Unfortunately, they 
don’t help pay any bills.” 

Her $60 pension just about 
takes care of the rent on her 
apartment and her utility bills. 
For food, clothing, carfare and 
recreation, she must draw upon 
her accumulated savings. She 
has faced the embarrassment of 
having to decline to make cash 
donations to her church and to 
certain charitable organizations, 
but makes up for it by contribut- 
ing her personal services instead. 
She does have plenty of time. 

Like many of her colleagues 
on the retired list, she was the 
sole support of an invalid mem- 
ber of her family for most of her 
working years and was unable to 
put aside very much for a rainy 
day. Required to retire at 70, 
she finds her pension doesn’t go 
very far to meet today’s inflated 
costs. 

“When I tell people what my 
pension amounts to, they are 
shocked at first and then angry,” 
she said. “They call it a dis- 
grace to a city of the size and 
educational standing of St. 
Louis.”

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PARIS, April 18 tAP)—The 
‘foreign ministers of six West 
European nations today signed a 
treaty pooling the four-billion-a- 
year coal and steel industries of 
their countries. 


West Germany and France are 
the main partners in the historic 
pool. It is commonly known as 
the Schuman plan, after’ France's 
Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man, Italy, Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg are the 
other members. Britain was in- 
vited to join but held aloof from 
the plan. 

At the same time Germany’s 
western neighbors signed a joint 
declaration recognizing Ger- 
many’s full equality of rights. The 
declaration invited Germany to 
consult on plans for organizing a 
united Europe. 

The French are convinced that 
by fusing the heavy industries of 
France and West Germany any 
future war between the two na- 
tions is impossible. 

Before the plan can become op- 
erational, Parliaments of the six 
nations will have to give their 
final approval.

It provides for pool- 
ing the six nations’ coal and steel 
under these conditions: 

1, Creation of a  nine-man 
supra-national high authority to 
administer the pool. 

2. Establishment of a six-nation 
Council of Ministers with the 
right to make recommendations 
to the high authority but not to 
give it orders or veto its decisions. 
3. Creation of a consulative 
committee representing coal and 
steel producers, conumers and 
workers to advise the high au- 
thority. 

4. Creation of a special assem- 
bly composed of delegates of the 
six nations’ parliaments to meet 
once annually to receive a report 
from the high authority. A vote of 
censure by the assembly would 
force the authority to resign. 

5. Establishment of a _ special 
court of justice of seven members 
to hear appeals by member 
states, the Council of Ministers 
or producers against decisions of 
the high authority. 

6. Establishment of a common 
pool market for the steel and coal 
of the six members to eliminate 
price-rigging and _ prohibitive 
tariffs. 

7. Free interchange of coal and 
steel workers among member na- 
tions. 

Compromise Reached. 

The Foreign Ministers of the 
six nations worked out a compro- 
mise last night to clear the last 
political hurdle to signing of the 
pact. The compromise recog- 
nized both the superior produc- 
tion of France and West Germany 
and the reluctance of the other 
members to let this industrial 
power dictate pool policies. 

The arrangement provided that 
the six-man ministerial council 
could act on policy when it voted 
in the following way: (1) A ma- 
jority of four to two, if either 
France or West Germany were 
included in the majority, (2) A 
tie of three to three on the sec- 
ond reading of an issue, if France 
and West Germany were on the 
same side of the question. 

The voting system thus pro- 
vides that while France and West 
Germany can constitute a veto, 
they cannot alone press upon the 
others their pool programs. Italy, 
Luxembourg are the other four 
members. 

A similar compromise was 
agreed upon to set up the mem- 
bership of the high authority. It 
was decided to have a nine-man 
high authority, eight of whom 
would be named by the Council 
of Ministers, or governments, and 
the ninth to be named by the 
other eight. In this way, France 
and West Germany might have 
two high authority seats, or even 
three if the ninth member is one 
of their nationals.

PLAN 10 SPLIT UP 
FARBEN EMPIRE 


Four Fifths of Chemical 
and Dye Properties to 
Become 9 Separate 


Concerns. 


BONN, Germany,.April 18 (AP) 
—The master plan for splitting 
up I. G. Farben, giant German 
chemicals and dyes empire, was 
formally disclosed by the Western 
Allies today. 

The plan, which has been five 
years in the making, provides that 
about four-fifths of Farben’s prop- 
erties in West Germany will be 
broken into nine separate con-' 
cerns. Plans for the remaining 
one-fifth are to be announced 
later. 

The plan was contained in a 
letter to West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer from the Allied 
High Commission. It was drawn 
up in consultation with German 
experts. 

The letter noted that “the 
groupings will now represent a 
large measure of agreement be- 
tween the Allied high commission 
and the Federal Government.” 

The Allies announced that the 
plan is to be put into effect with- 
out delay by a three-nation con- 
trol group assisted by a liquida- 
tion committee of German ex- 
perts. 

The Farben company was esti- 
mated to have controlled 85 per 
cent of the German chemical in- 
dustry in 1939. 

Its main interest was the pro- 
duction of chemicals and dyes, 
but its activities include the pro- 
duction and development of ex- 
plosives, plastics, synthetic oil and 
mining. 

It controlled 169 companies in 
western and 45 in eastern Ger- 
many. The Allies ordered its divi- 
sion on Nov. 30, 1945.

U.S. CASUALTIES 
60,775 BY APRIL 13, 
UP 1379 IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—Announced United States cas- 
ualties in Korea reached 60,775 
today, an increase of 1379 over 
last week. 

The total, representing casual- 
ties reported to the next of kin 
through April 13, included 9195 
killed, 40,681 wounded and 10,899 
missing in action. 

Of the wounded 1068 later died 
and 100 of those reported miss- 
ing are known dead, raising total 
combat deaths to 10,363. 

The missing figure also includ- 
ed 1141 who have since returned 
to United States military control 
and 113 confirmed prisoners of 
war, leaving 9545 currently miss- 
ing. 

This week's casualty figures 
represent increases of 254 in the 
number of dead, 1091 in the 
wounded, and 34 in the number 
of missing, as compared with last 
week’s totals. 

The weekly summary raised 
Army casualties to 50,694, an in- 
crease of 1231. The Navy total 
went up by 11 to 645. The Ma- 
rine Corps reported 120 addi- 
tional casualties, for a total of 
8946. Air Force casualties in- 
creased 17, reaching 490. 


SENATE FAR EAST HEARINGS 
DUE TO START NEXT WEEK 


‘Sky Is Limit on Scope,’ 
Democrats Say — 2 
Regular Committees to 
Conduct Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—‘‘The widest possible” inquiry 
into administration Far East pol- 


icy and the differences which led 
to the dismissal of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur by President Truman 
was promised today by the Demo- 
crats. 

But it will be made. by the Sen- 
ete Armed Services and Foreign 
Relations Committees and not by 
a 24-member bipartisan Senate- 
House committee as proposed by 
the Republicans. 

“The sky is the limit so far as 
the scope is concerned,” said 
Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee, who is in line to 
head the two-committee investi- 
gation. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.) 
Texas, of the Foreign Relation$ 
Committee, said the committees}. 
would delve into any “pertinent” 
matters. 

Start Next Week Likely. 

Russell told reporters the in- 
quiry, originally booked to start 
today, probably will get under 
way early next week with Gen. 
MacArthur possibly the first wit- 
ness. 

The Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee teamed up with the Armed 
Services Committee for the in- 
quiry as Russell blocked Senate 
action’ on a Republican proposal 
to create a 24-member Senate- 
House committee to conduct the 
investigation. 

The Republicans wanted 12 
from their party and 12 Demo- 
crats named to a joint committee. 
The Democrats have a majority 
on the two regular Senate com- 
mittees which will handle the job. 

Marshall te Be at Airport. 

It was announced, meantime, 
that Defense Secretary George C. 
Marshall and the entire military 
high command will welcome Gen. 
MacArthur at the airfield when 
he arrives shortly after midnight 
tonight. 

Previously it had been an- 
nounced that Maj. Gen. Harry H.

Crowds Block Parade.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 18— 
Labor forces in the House, 
stunned by yesterday’s unexpect- 
ed defeat of their bill for out- 
right repeal of the King-Thomp- 
son utility no-strike law, planned 
an attempt to revive the measure 
today. 

The repeal bill, vigorously sup- 
ported by AFL and CIO groups 
who contend the law is uncon- 
stitutional, was sidetracked yes- 
terday when the House, by a vote 
of 71 to 64, adopted a motion 
to table the measure. 

Ordinarily such action kills a 
bill. House rules provide that a 
tabled bill can be revived only 
on a vote of 103 legislators, or 
two thirds of the elected mem- 
bership of the House. However, 
sponsors of the repeal bill have 
several parliamentary tricks up 
their sleeves by which they hope 
to bring the repeal measure to 
life without 103 votes. 


May Seek Reconsideration. 


One plan is to ask for recon- 
sideration of the vote by which 
the tabling motion was adopted, 
which the sponsors contend would 
require only a simple majority 
of legisrators present. The back- 
ers also could ask for suspension 
of the tabling rule, which would 
require 78 votes. Speaker Roy 
Hamlin probably will be called 
upon to rule whether’ such 
motions are in order.

Army’s Draft: Call Cut 20,000 
For May; 40,000 to Be Taken 


Reasons Given — 
Reserves Will 


Fewer Casualties and More Enlistments Are 


Inactive Enlisted 
Be Released. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (UP) 
—The Army announced today that 
it would reduce the May draft call 
from 60,000 to 40,000. 

It said the reduction of 20,000 
was possible because of a con- 
tinued increase in enlistments 
and fewer casualties in Korea. The 
Army gave the same reason last 
month in lowering the April draft 
call from 80,000 to 40,000. 

It reported that 18,000 men en- 
listed in March, bringing total en- 
listments since Jan. 1 to about 
64,000. This is about 34,000 more 
than had been expected, it added. 

Coupled with fewer-than-ex- 
pected casualties in Korea, the 
bigger enlistments should enable 
the Army to achieve its planned 
strength with the fewer draftees. 

Its authorized strength is 1,- 
550,000 now. The May draft call 
brings the Army’s total Selective 
Service request to 530,000. 

Earlier the Defense Department 
said the Army would start re- 
leasing inactive enlisted reserv- 
ists in September and would turn 
them all loose by the end of the 
year. 

He said the Navy and Air Force | 
will start releasing their inactive | # 
reserves in July, and will be 
sending them home “in substan- 
tial numbers” by October. 

Marine inactive reservists will 
be released starting in June. By 
July 1952, the department said, 
‘no marine reservist will be serv- 
ing on duty involuntarily.” 


Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Anna M. Rosenberg said the pro- 
gram, devised in anticipation of 
approval by Congress of compul- 
sory military training, calls for 
the release of all reservists “at 
the earliest practicable time.” 

Mrs. Rosenberg said the new 
program is expected to cut down 
by five or six months the time re- 
quired to get a reserve unit ready 
for action in time of war. Pre- 
viously it has taken nine months 
to a year to get a reserve unit 
ready for combat. 

Mrs. Rosenberg said the armed 
forces are working out a reserve 
program to include: (1.) The 
ready reserves, (2.) The standby 
reserves, and (3.) The retired 
reserves. 

The ready reserves, she said, 
will be made up of those units 
and individuals available for im- 
mediate employment in an emer- 
gency. Its members would drill 
regularly and have annual 15-day 
tours of active training duty. 

The standby reserves would be 
composed of men who do not 
want to remain in the ready re- 
serves but who would be avail- 

able for service if war or an 
emergency is declared by Con- 
gress. 

The retired reserve would be 
made up of men who had dis- 
charged all legal obligations for 
reserve duty but who requested 
continued assignment an “an in- 
active status basis.”

Supplementary Jobs. 

Most retired teachers and 
school employes have been forced 
to find work of some kind with 
which to supplement their pen- 
sions. 2 A retired custodian who 
spent ;35 years in the public 
schools worked as a ticket taker 
in a downtown movie house until

Bill Weuld Raise Base. 

The bill now pending in the 
State Legislature would increase 
the salary base from its present 
$2000 to $3000. This would mean 
that teacher and board would each 
contribute $150 a year instead of 
$100 to the retirement fund. Us- 
ing the hypothetical case cited 
above, the maximum benefit pay- 
able as a result of the increased 
contribution would be $125 at the 
end of 35 years. Currently paid 
retirement benefits would be in- 
creased an estimated 40 per cent.

Pension Paradox.

BUENOS AIRES, April 18 (AP) 
—President Juan D. Peron signed 
today a law ordering the Govern- 
ment to take over the newspaper 
La Prensa. 

The President’s action ends ths 
independent career of the 82- 
year-old paper, which, before it 
was closed by strikes of pro-Gov- 
ernment unions and federal court 
action, had been a _ consistent 
critic of Peron’s administration. 

The signature na ragmed 
thes| dimmed one of the paper’s last 
ee appeal to the Argen- 
tine Congress that the properties 
be returned to the owners. This 
demand, filed Monday by the pa- 
per’s attorney, was based on the 
fact that the President at the time 
had not yet signed the bill passed 
by Congress last week ordering 
the paper’s seizure. 

‘Public Utility.’ 

The bill approved by Congress 
April 12 declared that the 
™ | wealthy opposition newspaper was 
4\a “public utility” subject to state 
a iownership. The newspaper was 
closed down Jan. 26 by a com- 
bined strike and boycott by the 
government-dominated labor un- 
ions. 

Victor Antonio Ciccarelli was 
appointed to determine the value 
of the newspaper, largest Spanish- 
language paper in the world. He 
is authorized to investigate all 
assets and properties of La 
Prensa. The estimate will be 
used by the government as a 
basis for buying the paper under 
expropriation procedure. 

There are reports current here 
that the Peron Government may 
reopen the paper under another 
name, perhaps as a “workers’ co- 
operative.” 

Peron has accused La Prensa 
of being “a beachhead left here 
by capitalism.”

In nearby Bergen county, 
G.O.P. stronghold of New Jersey, 
the organization slate defeated an 
insurgent group that had cam-' 
paigned on Senate Crime Com- | 
mittee testimony of bigtime gam- | 
bling in the wealthy suburban 
county. State Assembly and) 
county candidates were nom-| 
inated. 

Both counties are in northern 
New Jersey and lie across the 
Hudson river from New York | 
City. In addition to Bergen, the 
Senate crime investigators also 
cited Hudson county as a center 
of waterfront racketeering. Hud- 
son is New Jersey's Democratic 
bastion. 

Voting was heavy in Hudson 
county but elsewhere in the state 
balloting was sparse, as is cus- 
tomary in off-year’ elections. 
There were no state-wide nomina- 
tions. 

Throughout the state voters 
named major party canglidates for 
11 state Senate seats, 60 Assem- 
bly posts and various county and 
municipal offices. 

In May 1949, Kenny ousted the 
Hague regime, which had con- 
trolled the Democratic party in 
the state for 30 years. Hague, 
whose “I am the law” remark was 
made innocently but used as cam- 
paign material by his opponents, 
did not take part publicly in the 
primary. 

Yesterday’s rebuff was the sec- 
ond suffered by the 75-year-old 
gy since his fall from power.

WASHINGTON, April 18 (UP)

Hennings asked that Congress 
suspend judgment on the episode 
until the facts are in. He urged 
that members of Congress hear 
MacArthur with open minds, un- 
prejudiced by emotional bias or 
political expediency. 

“I believe,” he said, “that we 
should then study all the facts 
calmly and rationally and with 
critical judgment. On the basis 
of these facts we need to reaffirm 
our policies in the Far East in 
positive terms that leave no mar- 
gin for doubt or misinterpreta- 
tion. 

“All this furore gives rise, at 
least in my own mind, to two

One proposal 
would be to require operators of 
illegal enterprises, such as gam- 
bling casinos and policy draw- 
ings, to file complete financial 
statements, showing all sources 
of income. with their annual tax 
returns. The returns of many 
racketeers and big time gamblers 
are prepared by attorneys.

If the committee’s recommen- 
dations are followed, there would 
be stiffer regulation of tax con- 
sultants, “who are quite aware 
that the returns they prepare for |

claimed.” 

Most of the suits accused 
American Steel with negligence 
in discharging from the zinc 
works noxious fumes and poison- 
ous gases in the atmosphere. All 
suits were filed by individuals, 
some by survivors of those who 
died, others by persons who be- 
came ill or suffered property 
damage.

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HOUSE APPROVES 
UNION OF CITY 
UOUNTY SEWERS 
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Measure Sent to Senate 

. Allows Usage Charge 
Against Towns and 
Districts,

JEFFERSON CITY, April 138— 
The bill designed to allow closer 
integration of the sewer systems 
of St. Louis and the various 
mumMnicipalities and sewer districts 
in St. Louis county and provide 
a ore equitable apportionment 
on maintenance costs was passed 
today in the House. 

It will go to the Senate for 
oy esaees The vote was 111 


to 2. 

The measure, sponsored by the 
St. Louis city administration and 
the St. Louis County League of 
Municipalities, would provide a 
usage charge. 

Under this provision the cit 
could charge municipalities wn | 
sewer districts in St. Louis coun- 
ty, whose systems connect with 
the city’s, on a basis of population 
in the area served. The charge 
would be passed on to the prop- 
erty owners. 

The city now collects only a 
“connection fee” from county 
zommunities whose _ systems 
empty into the city’s trunk line 
dewers. 


Robert E. Blake Heads Joint 
Sewer Committee. 

Robert E.* Blake, an attorney, 
was selected yesterday as chair- 
man of a joint city-county com- 
mittee to study the proposed es- 
tablishment of a metropolitan 
sewer district. 

Blake, who was chairman of 
the Missouri Constitutional] Con- 
vention of 1943-44 and who served 
as chairman of the Mayor’s Tax 
Commission, was selected ag the 
fifth member of the committee 
and as chairman by the other 
four members. Previously Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst and County §uv- 
persivor Luman F. Matthews each 
had appointed two members to 
the committee. 

Blake announced that the com- 
mittee would hold a series of 
public hearings at which experts 
on sanitation, legal, and munici- 
pal finance matters would be 
asked fcr advice and counsel. 
‘The hearings will be open later 
for civic groups that want to be 
heard. 

The hearings will be held be- 
fore the committee attempts to 
“decide whecher to recommend 
that city and county proceed with 
any proposal to form a metro- 
politan district, Blake said. If a 
decision is reached to form such 
a district, the committee will rec- 
ommend appointment of a Board 
of Freeholders to draw up a plan 
for integration of the sewer fa- 
cilities of the two communities. 

Besides Blake, the committee 
includes E. E. Pershall and J. 
Eugene Auchly, representing the’ 
county and Daniel Reardon and 
David A. Blanton Jr., represent- 
ing the city. 

The House passed a bill that 
would increase the maximum 
amount that might be levied in 
St. Louis County for maintenance 
and operation of St. Louis county 
hospital to 20 cents on the $100 
property valuation. At present the 
maximum levy is 12 cents. 

Also passed in the House was 
a measure that would provide 
salary increases for members of 
the prosecuting attorney's staff in 
St. Louis and add one new as- 
sistant prosecutor. It would in- 
crease salaries of two associate 
prosecutors from $4800 to $6000 
a year. Four assistants each would 
receive $4800 instead of $3600, 
and pay of two investigators 
would be increased from $2400 
to $2700. | 

Both bills go to the Senate for 
consideration.

AS PLANE NEARED 
U.S. PILOT SAYS 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 18 
(AP)—“You could feel the excite- 
ment” aboard the MacArthur 
plane as it neared the United 
States mainland, Lt. Col. Anthony 
Story of St. Louis, pilot of Gen. 
MacArthur’s ship, said last night. 
The pilot of the four-engine 
Bataan said the General was as 
excited about his return to his 
homeland after 14 years absence 
as he ever had been on any dan- 
ger-filled wartime flights.

$881,000 SET ASIDE 
FOR BOMB SHELTER 
AT WHITE HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—President Truman has ear- 
marked $881,000 for construction 
on a bomb shelter at the White 
House, hearings on an appropria- 
tion bill have disclosed. 


Budget Director Frederick J. 
Lawton said that amount was set 
aside from special emergency 
funds for construction of “pro- 
tective installations” at the execu- 
tive mansion. 

When questioned about how 
many persons the shelter would 
hold and other details, Lawton 
asked for and received permis- 
sion to reply “off the record.” 

The funds are outside the $6,- 
500,000 previously appropriated 
for reconstruction and renovation 
of the White House. 

Previous reports have said the 
White House shelter is being re-

Without reflecting in the least on Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, indeed, without even mentioning the 
name of the dismissed Pacific commander, Gen. 
Bradley, as chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, has made it plain that he supports Presi- 
dent Truman all the way in the controversy be- 
tween Commander in Chief and field general. 

Speaking before the National. Association of 
Radio and Television Broadcasters in Chicago, 
the President’s closest military adviser an- 
swered, from the military point of view, ques- 
‘tions which have been in many minds. _—s_ 

Ger. MacArthur has complained, for exam- 
ple, that he was handicapped in the Korean war 
by not being able to bomb Communist bases in 
the “privileged sanctuary” of Manchuria. This 
has been perhaps the strongest point that Gen, 
MacArthur has made against limitations im- 
posed on him by Washington and.the U.N. 

Addressing this point directly, Gen. Bradley 
says that to date the Communists have not made 
enough use of bases in Manchuria to warrant 
the U.N. in carrying the, war across the Korean 
boundary. He does not speak for the future. 
He does not say what he might recommend two 
weeks from now. But he does say that to the 
present these bases have not done enough harm 
to risk enlarging the war by carrying the fight- 
ing into Manchuria. 

Gen. MacArthur, in his assumed as well as 
ill-timed role of dispenser of peace terms, vir- 
tually threatened the Chinese Communists that 
failure to meet for negotiations might well 
bring a bombing of the China mainlapd. 

To a degree at least, Gen. Bradley dealt with 
this hasty tactic when he said that any attempt 
to settle the world crisis by ultimatum is mili- 
He 
also made a point of opposing a threat to bomb 
Russia. 

Gen. MacArthur's superior officer was as clear 
as daylight in two vital particulars. First, the 
United States will not wage a preventive war. 
Second, the United States will not pay the price 
of appeasement for a false peace. 

In the first Gen. Bradley answers, in effect. 
that new military strategist, Senator Taft of 
Ohio, who wants to push an “aggressive” war 
against China proper, even with Chiang Kai- 
shek’s unreliable troops. In the second, he 
calmly gives the answer to Senator Knowland of 
California and others who have screamed that a 
Pacific Munich is in the making. 

Plain and direct as the Bradley address was, 
it was not without its bright side. He said that 
while the Korean war appeared to be headed 
toward stalemate, it could nonetheless be 
brought to an honorable conclusion. Most im- 
portant of all perhaps, he pointed out that the 
U.N. stand in Korea—led by the United States 
as it was—upset Communist plans in Asia. He 
named Indochina, Thailand and Formosa as 
areas which might well otherwise now be in 
Communist hands. 

Since Gen. Bradley cleared his address at the 
State Department, these sentiments may be 
taken as representing high civilian thinking as 
well as top military opinion. Had Gen. Mac- 
Arthur demonstrated the same accommodation 
he would still be in command in the Pacific. 
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That Airport Argument 

The dispute between the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corporation and City Hall over the sirport plant 
now used by the company is, essentially, a pri- 
vate dispute between landlord and tenant.

McDonnell, of course, has a right to get the 
rental figure down as low as it can.

But these are not necessarily hinding on 
the company. It still has every right to try for 
a lower rental.

The company argues that it would not be war- 
ranted in undertaking considerable improve- 
ments unless assured of continued occupancy of 
the plant. This is logical. But it.so happens 
that this plant is located on a flying field which 
is none too big. So long as future airport de- 
velopments are uncertain, it would be unwise 
for the city to relinquish control over—to say 
nothing of ownership-——of this strategically lo- 
cated property. So it is sound public policy 
that the city should not sell the plant, but con- 
tinue to rent it to the company. 

As to the rental figure, it is up to the land- 
lord and tenant to get together on that. Eco- 
nomic factors are bound to bring them together 
unless one party or the other is determined to 
carry stubbornness to the extreme. 
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Get Together on Milk Inspection 

There may be good reasons for the State Di- 
vision of Health to move into milk inspection, 
but we see no reason for municipalities which 
are doing a good job at it to move out. 

When the Legislature considers Senate Bill 
195, therefore, it ought to make sure that the 
rights and responsibilities of municipalities, in- 
cluding St. Louis, are fully safeguarded. Dr. 
J. Earl Smith, St. Louis health commissioner, 
has vigorously protested against the bill in its 
original form. He fears it might enable milk to 
come into St. Louis which would not pass St. 
Louis standards. He holds it might deprive the 
city of its right and duty to set the standards 
for milk consumed here. 

St. Louis milk inspection is not all it might 
be. It used to be rated “excellent” by the 
United States Public Health Service, then 
bumped down to “poor,” and has now come up 
to “satisfactory.” Whatever its shortcomings, 
however, we agree with Dr. Smith that cities 
must retain the primary responsibility for pro- 
tecting public health in such matters as milk 
inspection. The state should move in where 
municipalities fall down; it should hold munici- 
palities to a high standard of performance; but 
it should not displace local health services or 
set up a competing service which may set lower 
standards.

Not to Be Filed and Forgotten

be overlooked. Here, in some 80.000 words, 
the sad story of how Mexican, Puerto Rican and 
British West Indian labor is being exploited on 


our commercialized farms, and how this exploi- ‘ 


tation has undermined the standards and wages 
of native farm workers. 


Protection of a sort is afforded te about 100.- 
000 Mexican workers who enter the United 
States under legal contracts. But there are 
almost 400,000 Mexican “wetbacks” in the fields 
illegally. And these, not to mention about 500,- 
000 native workers, are epen te the most flag- 
rant abuses. The Federal Farm Placement Divi- 
sion, which is supposed to look after these 
migrants, is little more than a recruiting agency 
for the big farm-factories. In fairness, however, 
its task is a difficult one since virtually all social 
legislation exempts farm labor on the erroneous 
theory that it works on small, family farms. 

A concrete picture of the problem can be seen 
in the fact that hourly farm wages are now only 
one-third of industrial wages although they were 
proportionately twice &s high in the 1910-1914 
period designated by Congress as the base for 
farm parity prices. The seasonal nature of farm 
work further reduces the farm workers’ income. 
In 1949 the average cash wage of factory work- 
ers was $2600; that of farm workers barely $500. 

The evil of low wages is compounded by the 
lack of anything like decent housing, health and 
educational facilities for farm workers. And on 
top of all this, they suffer from discrimination 
and social stigma. 


The President's commission believes that work 
on behalf of farm labor by various federal 
agencies should be co-ordinated by a Federal 
Committee on Migratory Farm Labor, and that 
legislation should give these workers the bene- 
fits now deemed minimal by industrial workers. 
More importantly, the commission believes that 
the migratory worker system should be abol- 
ished as soon as possible. Itis‘not really nec- 
essary. And no matter how it may be surround- 
ed by safeguards, it does not fit into the 
American way of life. 

That is why, despite all the distractions in 
Washington, time should be found to do more 
with the presidential commission’s report than 
file it and forget it. 
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Parallel Up to a Point 


Drawing historical parallels is an uncertain 
pastime, but the similarities between President 
Truman’s dismissal of Gen. MacArthur and 
President Lincoln's ‘firing of Gen. MeClellan 
could not escape notice, and are described in 
the Mirror of Public Opinion. The parallel 
could be stretched somewhat farther, into the 
consequences of the dismissal. 

Demands for Gen. MacArthur's reinstatement 
are no louder, apparently, than the hue and cry 
raised for McClellan. “Little Mac” was a popu- 
lar figure—almost a “man on horseback,” for 
that was his favorite pose—and the Governor 
of New Jersey, the New York City Council and 
a New York and a Washington newspaper de- 
manded that Lincoln restore him to command 
forthwith. When the General ran for the Pres- 
idency, Lincoln was at one time so despondent 
as to feel he could not win. But by late 1864 
the Union Armies were sweeping the South, 
and the election result was a Lincoln landslide. 

As for McClellan, a dozen years after the war 
he was elected Governor of New Jersey, one 
of three states which had given him their 
electoral vote. The wounds of the great dispute 
were healed by that time, and almost forgotten. 
That is perhaps the best part of the parallel. 
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How Much of a Straw? 


The decision of the Supreme Court in the case 
upholding the Ober oath law of Maryland is 
very limited. It says that a test for a place on 
the ballot in Maryland is whether a candidate 
is engaged “in one way or another in the at- 
tempt to overthrow the government by force 
and violence.” An oath to apply that test the 
Supreme Court says it is willing to uphold. 

It is to be noted that the Supreme Justices 
did not pass on advocacy of overthrow by force 
and violence. Indeed, they did not pass on the 
wisdom of the Maryland requirement. The ex- 
tent to which they went was to say that a state 
might require of its candidates a pledge that 
they were not currently engaged in an attempt 
at forcible overthrow. 

These oath laws, so we think, are silly and 
worse. They cannot be expected to raise the 
level of citizenship. They certainly cannot guar- 
antee loyalty since the prospective traitor would 
raise up his right hand and be sworn without 
batting an eye. Finally, they offend many 
patriotic citizens who resent such requirements 
as unwarranted reflections on loyalty. 

It will take more than this, state decision 
to suggest what the Supreme Court will do with 
the federal Smith Subversive Act case, involving 
the convictions of the Communists. In fact, the 
high tribunal decided the Ober case in less than 
five days, whereas it has had the Smith Act case 
under advisement for some five months! 
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No Place for Pique 

Circuit Judge Russell's appointment of Robert 
E. Blake, head of the St. Louis Crime Commis- 
sion, to defend an indigent criminal, and the 
judge’s waspish statement when he subsequently 
excused Mr. Blake, would be less disturbing if 
this were the first incident of this kind. 

But more than a year ago Judge Koerner se- 
lected R. Forder Buckley, then president of the 
St. Louis Bar Association, to defend another 
indigent criminal. The prosecutor in that case, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Reis, suggested Mr. 
Buckley for the assignment. In the recent af- 
fair, Mr’. Reis was again the prosecutor, and Mr. 
Blake was appointed after Mr. Reis complained 
to Judge Russell that some lawyers criticizing 
the administration of criminal justice aregnever 
seen around the Municipal Courts Building. 

Is there some sort of a spiteful little feud 
developing between criminal courts personnel 
and leading members of the bar? 

Certainly eut of fairness to the defendants, 
the judges should select defense counsel thor- 
oughly experienced in the specialized business 
ef conducting a criminal courtroom defense and 
convincing juries. The practices of beth Mr. 
Blake and Mr. Buckley are of a different kind. 
The playing of a vengeful little game at the ex- 
pense of indigent defendants does not help pro- 
mote justice.

He left the Army for railroading and was 
a railroad president when the Civil War 
broke out. As colonel of an Ohio regi- 
ment he marched into western Virginia 
and saved that section for the Union. 


From Obscurity to Hero 


From military obscurity to a conquering 
hero in a few months was too much for 
human vanity to stand, especially at 35. 
“How young he is!” Washington exclaimed 
when he was called to the capital to take 
a bow. He rode beautifully, he knew how 
to wear a uniform and he never tripped 
over his handsome sword. He was “Little 
Mac,” the toast of the north. 

Despairing of old-timers like Gen. Scott, 
who had long since lost his plumage, 
Lincoln made McClellan commander of the 
Army of the Potomac, thinking that he 
would do to eastern Virginia as he had 
done to the hill counties. 

His work in organizing and drilling the 
green boys of the north was remarkable. 
He looked like a soldier and talked a good 
battle. He marched and countermarched, 
but never toward the Southern Army 
camped only a few miles away. 

Finally the Southern commander, Jo- 
seph Johnston, just as timid as McClellan, 
took his army south and Union scouts 
found that what McClellan had thought 
were cannon were logs pointing north. 


Army or Body Guard? 
Lincoln suggested that “Little Mac” fol- 
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on going down Chesapeake bay. marching 
up between the James and York rivers 
and taking Richmond from the east. 

That was the peninsular campaign, one 
of the major futilities of the war. It was 
superbly planned and pitifully executed. 
McClellan retreated. 

The big job then was to get McClellan 
back north.

that McClellan took his Army away so the 
south could take Washington. Lincoln 
scraped up troops from the west and put 
Gen. Pope, a loud man who had won a 
fight on the Mississippi, in command. Lee’s 
army pounced on Pope and cut him to

With Pope humbled, McClellan quick- 
ened his step somewhat and arrived in 
Maryland in time to ewe Lee at 
Antietam, where a terrible battle was 
fought. The boys of the North showed 
their mettle and many of their generals 
showed their unfitness. Lee, outmanned, 
had to withdraw. McClellan quietly looked 


on. 
' MeClellan still was commander of the 
Army of the Potomac, but he also was 
busy politically. He entertained Mayor 
Fernando Wood of New York, notorious- 
ly disloyal to the North. Wood put the 
presidential bee into “Little Mac's” bon- 


net. 
Against Freeing Slaves 

Lincoln came down to see what Me- 
Clellan was going to do about the war. 
What he got was a long letter of instruc- 
tions as to what should be done political- 
ly. For one thing McClellan did not want 
the slaves freed. Also he felt that he 
should be put in supreme command of 
all northern troops. 

So Lincoln called in Gen. Halleck, who 
had proved his inefficiency by letting 
Bragg’s Army of Tennessee get a, from 
him. That further alienated ellan. 
One snowy November night he was writ- 
ing to his ambitious wife that all that 
kept him in the Army was his knowledge 
that without him the Army would be lost 
and without the Army the nation must 
perish. A shining general from Washing- 
ton entered the tent with Gen. Ambrose 
Burnside and announced that McClellan 
was out and that Burnside was in. 

When McClellan gave up his command 
he rode past his troops in review and was 
wildly applauded. “Send him back,” his 
admiring troops yelled, “Lead us to Wash- 
ington.”

CHARMING REVIVAL OF 
BARRE'S ‘PETER PAN

“Peter Pan,’ James M. Barrie’s 
gentle and charming fairy play, 
returned to St. Louis last night 
at the American Theater for the 
first time since Maude Adams's 
last tour in it since 1916, and 
seemed to captivate most of the 
good-sized audience. 

Tailored as it was for children, 
I am sure it will still fascinate

If the last happens, the net 
result will be to fan the contro- 
versy with those who really want 
to know the truth finding them- 
selves further frustrated in the 
bitterness engendered by both 
sides.

Early spring fishing has been 
very disappointing due to Old 
Man Weather. Instead of the 
gently falling April showers, 
there has been snow, sleet, hail, 
cold, and constant rain, flushing 
the fishing streams and lakes and 
Senerally upsetting the balance 
of nature—as well as plans for a 
day’s enjoyment on a favorite 
fishing stream. 


Many Ozark fishermen claim 
that crappie, by their spawning 
habits, indicate whether or not 
there will be an early or late 
spring. Under normal weather 
conditions spawning of crappie 
takes place in late April and 
May. Examination of crappie 
show their roe intact and still 
small and undeveloped: their 
spawning will be much later this 
year than usual. Their habitat 
water has never warmed suffi- 
ciently for the eggs to develop 
and the fish will retain them un- 
til warmer weather arrives. Due 
to the high, muddy waters which

Says Joan McCracken

UT of the babel of voices salaaming television 
as the harbinger of an inspired new era comes 
a girlish sound of dissent. 
“They put on a refrigerator and make as if 
He they’re talking about, 
a beautiful woman,” 
said Joan McCracken, 
her boyish hairdo bob- 
bing indignantly. 
“It’s too commer- 
cial and the commer- 
cials eMcourage our 
crowd instincts. If 
you’re an _ individual 
today, you’re looked 
at with suspicion, any- 
way. You're either 
a good egg or you're 
queer. If this over- 
rommercialization 
keeps up, we'll wind 
up wearing the same 
JOAN McCRACKEN kind of dress and the 
same hat, and live in the same house with the 
same icebox.” 
. * * 


MISS McCRACKEN, who opened last night at 
the American Theater in “Peter Pan,’ was just 
warming up nicely. She gave her black turtle- 
neck sweater a determifted tug, smoothed out her 
tight black skirt and~-sailed on: 

“Don't get me wrong, now. I think a lot of 
television is fine.- I did a play on ‘Pulitzer Prize 
Playhouse, for imstance, and the direction and 
eyerything about it was very competent and well 
done. But I often think the trouble with TV is 
that it has too many bosses.” 

How come? 

“Well, there's the camera man. He tells you 
one thing. Then thege’s the producer. He tells 
you something elsé. Then there’s the director. He 
tells you something else. Then comes the guy 
who heads the whole shebang and he says: ‘Cut 
it and get in the commercial!’ ”’

MISS MeCRACKEN doesn’t think that TV is 
about ta wipe out the legitimate theater, but she 
has heard of some alarming signs of inroads being 
made.. In New York, for instance, where there 
appears to be something of a shortage of theaters, 
more and more are being converted into TV stu- 
dios. She has been advised that only sentimental 
reasons are restraining stage-raised theater owners 
such as Lee Shubert from turning over more halls 
to the new medium. 

“Who knows what'll happen when Shubert is 
dead?” Miss McCracken demanded rhetorically as 
she-slowly rolled her head backward and sideward 
to limber up a stiff neck. 

Miss McCracken’s concern for the future of the 
stage is understandable because the stage has been 
good to hér. It hasn’t been many years since she 
and her then husband quit the Littlefield Ballet 
school in Philadelphia and hitchhiked to New York 
to save bus fare. Their last savings were invested 
in two gallery seats for “Hamlet,” and during the 
intermission there was a slight.crisis when Joan’s 
coffee ca to a dime and the family treasury 
consisted but 6 cents. Fortunately; the con- 
cessionaire made no issue of it.

JOAN MADE GOOD as “the girl who falls on 
her face” in “Oklahoma!” and then became a full- 
bloom star in “Bloomer Girl.” Since then, she’s 
been a gold digger in “Billion-Dollar Baby,” 
danced in the movie, “Good News,” been a call 
girl in “The Big Knife,” and a sweet little ro- 
mantic creatute in “Angel in the Pawnshop.” 

She also took a five-month tour through France 
and Italy on a, bicycle and had her hair cut way 
down in Paris.: It took a fuil year to grow back, 
just in time to be cut again for “Peter Pan” in 
which Miss McCracken plays~-the title role of a 
boy who never grew up. She doesn’t. too much 
mind being mistaken for a boy in public places 
—as she was in a Chicago restaurant not long 
ago—and she didn’t object to fencing lessons so 
she could duel with the evil Captain Hook, who 
is played by Boris Karloff (“A very dear man,” 
says Joan). She does, however, somewhat resent 
not being able to wear a large collection of fairly 
expensive hats recently acquired but unwearable 
with her present coiffure.

A PSYCHOPATH isn't exactly insane, Mr. E. Sometimes 
he would be easier to deal with if he were! The person who 
is really insane or, more properly speaking, mentally diseased, 
is called psychotic. The psychopath is a very peculiar and 
unfortunately, very common type of personality who usually 
has many or most of the following qualities, as described by 
psychiatrist Harvey Cleckley in his book, “The Mask of Sanity”: 

1. Superficial charm and good “intelligence.” 

2. Absence of delusions and other signs of really-irra- 
tional behavior; no nervous or other mannerisms; rarely 
~ commits suicide. 
$. Unreliable, insincere, untruthful, with no feelings of 


shame. or remorse. 
4. Poor judgment and failure te learn from experience. 


6. Incapacity for real love, because he is so self-centered; 
sex life usually impersonal and trivial. 

7. Incapable of much genuine emotion; lacks normal 
‘feelings; makes few real or deep friendships. 

8. Has no consistent plan of life.

General Loves to Ta

EN. MAC ARTHUR’S memory 

is photographic, and he is 

blessed with one of the most 
useful advantages that mortal man 
can possess—he reads very quick- 
ly. He has a profound knowledge 
of military history, and loves to 
quote from old historians. 

The story has been told that he 
got the idea for the Inchon land- 
ing by re-reading accounts of 
Wolfe’s campaign against Quebec 
in 1759. Apparently he never for- 
gets anything. It is only a minor 
sidelight, but it ce im- 
pressed me that in Tokyo in 1950 
he recalled vividly and accurately 
some details of a conversation I 
had with him in Manila in 1938. 

Once he was discussing pro- 
posals to modify the original plans 
for the American invasion of Hon- 
shu, the main island of Japan. 
On his own authority MacArthur 
was working over the directives 
that had been sent him from 
Washington, and he wanted to 
land in a different place, north 
of Tokyo. Someone pointed out 
that the surf along that partic- 
ular stretch of beach was apt to 
be nasty. 

“Certainly,” the General said. 
“I remember seeing it when I 
came out to Japan with my father 
in 1905.” : 

: Dennis McEvoy, the representa- 
tive in Tokyo of the Reader’s Di- 
gest, presented his wife to the 
Supreme Commander some time 
ago. MacArthur began to remi- 
nisce about a prize fight he had 
seen in company with his grand- 
father, M. H. De Young, in San 
Francisco 47 years before. The 
General remembered who had 
won the fight, who had fought in 
the semi-fi§als, and what other 
guests were in the party. 

He has a pleasant and ready 
wit. At lunch in Tokyo, when he 
happened to be talking about t! > 
Prince of Wales, I asked him if 
he had seen an article in Life 
wherein the Duke of Windsor de- 
scribes a golf match he had played 
with Emperor Hirohito in the 
1920s. Both these regal figures 
were crown princes then. 

It became clear to the Prince 
of Wales that Hirohito had never 
had a golf club in his hand be- 
fore, and so the Prince politely 
pretended that he too could not 
hit the ball. 

MacArthur laughed and then 
seized the point at once. “How 
pleasant that two men destined to 
be heads of state should be gen- 
tlemen with each other!” 

His tact is marked. For in- 
stance, when he receives the Em- 
peror, only one interpreter is 
present, and it is always an in-

terpreter whom the Emperor 
brings, not MacArthur’s. Though 
nicely sensitive to the personality 
of visitors, he never agrees just 
for the sake of amiability, as 
Roosevelt did. He loves to talk, 
loves an audience, and loves ap- 
plause. 

That he talks a great deal— 
and eloquently—is famous. I have 
seldom met anybody who gives 
such a sense of the richness and 
flexibility of the English lan- 
guage; he draws out of it—like 
Winston Churchill—as out of some 
inexhaustible reservoir, His man- 
ner of delivery is somewhat jerky; 
his choice of words, again as with 
Mr. Churchill, is often archaic. 


Of course, like many great talk- 
ers, he never stops; he is an old- 
fashioned monologist par excel- 
lence. Sometimes he is so be- 
witched by his own eloquence 
that he forgets what he has just 
said. Recently he received a 
group of American friends at a 
lunch that lasted from 2 to 5, 
and he hardly stopped talking 
once.. At one point he told an 
anecdote about La Rochefoucauld. 
Twenty minutes later he told the 
identical anecdote, having already 
forgotten that he had just told it. 

Gen. Eisenhower called on 
him in Tokyo during the period 


when both men were being con- 
spicuously mentioned for the 
Presidency. Eisenhower was be- 
fore the war a junior member of 
MacArthur’s staff in Manila. The 
two generals respect one another 
heartily. In Tokyo, however, mem- 
bers of the MacArthur entourage 
are blindly, savagely jealous of 
Eisenhower and his political pres- 
tige and popularity. Eisenhower 
could not get a word in for three 
quarters of an hour, while Mac- 
Arthur reminisced about old 
times. 

Then Eisenhower interrupted to 
say, with emphasis and much elab- 
oration, that he did not think that 
any military man should be Prese 
ident of the United States. His 
sincerity was manifest. But Mac- 
Arthur cocked a wary eye at him 
and said, “That’s the way to play 
it, Ike.”

T is astonishing that anybody

should write so badly. Perhaps 
he is not responsible for some of 
his more reedy speeches and the 
rodomontade he customarily em- 
ploys.

SIMMERED VEAL STEAKS 

Two tablespoons flour, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one tea- 
spoon ginger, one and one-half 
teaspoons dry mustard, one and 
one-half pounds veal shoulder 
steaks, bacon drippings or other 
shortening, two onions, sliced, 
one cup water, one small can 
evaporated milk or one cup top 
milk. 

Mix flour and seasonings and 
pound into meat. Brown steaks on 
both sides in hot drippings. Cover 
with onions. Add water, cover 
and simmer 142 hours or until 
tender.

One of his close associates 
told me, “He only gets what we 
give him—how then does he al- 
ways know so much more than we 
do? He is never wrong. If a 
junior officer is about to be in- 
valided home, he knows about it 
before we tell him. How does 
he know?” 

He throws himself into what- 
ever task he has with complete 
absorption, he has inflexible be- 
lief in his own destiny, and he 
has the compulsive ego of the 
truly dedicated. 

Finally, one of MacArthur’s 
dominant qualities is the master 
quality of courage. His physical 
courage is legendary; it is quite 
safe to say that no general offi- 
cer in modern history, let alone 
a theater commander, ever took 
such risks. Time and again, in 
both world wars, he has exposed 
himself to brutal fire in a man- 
ner reckless—but casual—almost 
beyond belief. He never wears 
a steel helmet, and seldom car- 
ries arms. 

He stalks a battlefront like a 
man hardly human, not only arro- 
gantly but lazily. The attitude is 
Napoleonic; the bullet that will 
strike him has not yet been cast.

Then 
came an important landing, and 
the admiral accompanied Mac-

MacArthur was so impeccably 
uniformed, so polished, creased, 
and immaculate, that the admiral 
became doubly furious—especial- 
ly when, under hot fire, he sum- 
moned photographers to come up 
and take their pictures. 

A shell exploded a few yards 
from the group. The admiral— 
and the photographers—instant- 
ly fell flat on their faces. A 
few seconds later, he peeked up. 
There was MacArthur, in the 
midst of smoke from the shell, 
standing straight as a staff, his 
chin high, his arms calmly 
akimbo. The admiral _ slowly 
crawled to his feet, and won- 
dered in trepidation how Mac- 
Arthur would greet him. 

There was a pause, and then 
came the Supreme Commander’s 
voice, “Damned glad, Admiral, 
that somebody on my staff has 
sense enough to lie flat!” 

From that moment to this, the 
admiral has adored him. 

MacArthur’s courage is, of 
course, a prime factor in his con- 
trol of Japan. In most Oriental 
countries, the man who shows no 
fear is master.

West, who feared that a dia- 
mond lead might find both oppo- 
nents void, opened his top spade. 
Dummy won, and declarer led a 
heart to the eight-spot. West 
took his ace and returned a heart. 
South now led to his club king 
and, convinced from the opening 
lead that the spade queen was 
offside, tried the finesse to the 
club jack.

South’s feeling about the spade 
queen was logical, but he should 
have realized that the opponents, 
and East particularly, would be 
hard-pressed if they were forced 
to discard on South’s long line 
of hearts. Thus, the best line of 
play (after taking West’s heart re- 
turn) was for South to ruff his 
singleton diamond and run off all 
his trumps except one. This would 
leave him with two spades, one 
trump and two clubs, and he 
should keep all four of the orig- 
inal clubs in dummy and blank 
the spade ace. 

Observe how embarrassing this 
line of play would be to East. He 
would give up all of his diamonds, 
but if he kept the queen and one 
spade (as he most certainly would 
have to do), he would be forced 
to discard a club. Then South 
would find it easy to cash the 
club king and ace and ruff a third 
club to drive out the queen.

In addition to the scepticism of 
the masses there is the more 
serious rupture developing be- 
tween the political clique and the 
intellectual elite. Even their ori- 
gins are different. The political 
leaders are of the old Marxist 
school, trained in police methods 
with no knowledge whatever ex- 
cept their Marxist indoctrination 
and its facile adaptation to meet 
new situations. They are for the 
most part men who have come to 
power through force ad who 
stupidly believe that the Marxist 
dialectic of history will solve any 
problem in history. Like all 
prisoners of materialist dogmas 
they are naive, which accounts 
for the inability of the Russian 
political leaders to understand 
the workings of the minds of free 
peoples.

OPPOSITE THIS group that 
can talk peace when they wage 
war, and that can turn a truth 
into a lie, re is growing in 
Russia an intellectual elite which 
has not been shackled by the 
chains of Marxism nor its con- 
science grieved by the shedding 
of blood.
